It makes a combination that is 
so caustic ttjat it will eat the skin off 
your bands or the hair off your horses, 
but it will not harm tbe trees.

Buc'in County Teachers' Institute, which 
wag ID session at Doylestown last week, 
madt tbe lollowing report concerning the 
death of tlie late John E. 
Wildman, 


Who for so many years was President 
of the Bristol School Board: 


John K. Wildman, a man prominent 


not only in the work of education of 
Bristol but in the country and State as 
Well died March 20, 1905. With voice 
And pen he delighted in doing good to his 
fellow men, and was always ready to aid 
uns i nose which he deemed worthy of 
itupiKirt. 
Whether he wrote on literary, 


pjlhical or economic topics his articles 
Were bright, forcible and polished. 


Fcr the past seventeen years Mr. Wild- 


man was president of the school board 
and was one of tho few farsighted men, 
who organized the State Association of 
School Directors. Be was also presi- 
dent of the Bristol library, having been 
instrumental 
in 
founding this some 


twenty-seven years ago. The library al- 
ways had a warm place in his heart 
and lie devoted much time and thought 
in giving the people of Bristol an op- 
portunity to secure the best reading 
that could be obtained. 


Mr Wildman was a member of the 


Fbiludephia Stock Exchange for thirty- 
seven years and prominent in financial 
circles. During the War of the Rebel- 
lion, when Jay Oooke & Company suc- 
cessfully sold throughout 
the United 


Status the government bonds with which 
to obtain funds to eqrip and maintain 
tbe 1'nion army, Mr. Wildman was the 
firm's chief clerk. 
When he retired from 


this |X>iitk>n it was marked by tbe bo- 
ston il of many gifts from the members 
and employes of the firm. His fellow 
mem bers of the school board of Bristol 
say: "Both as director and president he 
servi d the board in an able and efficient 
manner, giving to matters, which fell to 
hij duty in the management of the 
schools, that careful and painstaking at- 
tention which was 10 Uiaracteristlc of 
him " 


His cultured intellect, his fidelity to 


the schools, his intense interest in both 
pupils and teachers, the eitent and vari- 
ety of his knowledge, his sterlintt qualit- 
ies, his eloquent and forcible disserta- 
tions, all this combined with tcj inti- 
mate and cordial relations with him en- 
jo;c d by the members of the board, 
caiiMi his loss to fall npon us at a person- 
al bi reavement.

ion of tjranny under ecclesiastical garb 
was a blunder. Religious liberty became 
religious license and the simplicity of 


hristian falrh as Christ proclaimed it, 


was, and is still, studiously ignored. A 
and without a pulpit would be a land 
without a plague.

As we pass from room to room 
of a colonial dwelling there is, to us, 
the suggestion of fewer thoughts in ehlen 
time but these thoughts thoroughly di- 
gested; fnwer books but these read an- 
demanding! jr; few letters written but 
tnese real out-pourings of heart to heart. 


Just as there is honest timber and 


honest masonry in these old homes, 
there was- an honest brand ot honesty ic 
tbe breasts of their occupants, Even if 
we have ao use for them as dwellings, 
today, we can learn a good deal, by 
patient *tudy of them. 


Old hoasos'nre not evidences of mod- 


ern degeneracy. 
We are as good, 
in 


many ways, as our great-grandfathers 
and know a deal more than the; did, bnt, 
like ourselves, they had experiences and 
acquired some solid facts, wbich.it is not 
improbable, we err in losing sight of. 
There is undoubtedly a deal of cant in 
prating about "the good old times," out 
this does act preclude tbe possibility of 
there being some truth in a threadbare 
phrase. 


Discoveries that can be pnt to common 


uso do not advance the best in us neces- 
sarily, or reduce the rubbish in our make- 
up to a minimum. Neither eloquence nor 
erudition have advanced because we can 
talk to folk unseen over a telephone. 
Tbe automobile annihilates time and dis- 
tance, figuratively speaking, bnt if life's 
sole aim is to live in transit, where la the 
gain over staying at home? The world is 
something more than a smooth toad 
with a cloud of dust and 
foul odor
